July the United States and Canada during July 
Output reached a total of 451,474 units, according 
451,474 to a report from the Bureau of Census of 





the Department of Commerce issued this 
- week. This figure is only 0.33 per cent above the ADN 
estimate of 450,000 units and represents the best produc- 
tion for the month in the history of the industry with the 
single exception of July, 1929. Of the July total, 440,999 
units were produced in the United States and 10,475 in 
» Canada. The United States production was comprised of 
372,402 passenger cars and 68,597 trucks. Of the United 
States passenger car production during July 358,102 units 
went into the domestic market and 14,300 went into the 
foreign markets. In the commercial car field 58,113 units 
went into the domestic market and 10,484 were shipped 
abroad. The Canadian production was broken down into 
8,192 passenger cars and 2,283 trucks.

relation of registrations to production. 
This is made possible since the present reports show the 
number of cars going into the domestic United States 
market. Since the first of the year, up to the end of July, 
factory shipments into the domestic market have totaled 
2,285,279 passenger cars. Registrations of new passenger 
cars in the United States during the same period, with 
July estimated at 370,000, totaled 2,123,081, leaving a 
margin still in dealer hands in the United States of only 
162,198 units. This stock at the current sales rate is 
equivalent to only 15 to 20 days’ supply. Of course, the 
actual stocks in dealer hands are likely to be well above 
this mark as the production for the domestic market in 
fee was 297,969 units more than registrations during that

The 48 plants manufacturing original 


Parts equipment parts for automobiles which 
Plants are used by Automotive Parts & Equip- 
Steady ment Manufacturers, Inc., as indicative of 


the entire industry, show a very healthy 
condition for the first six months of this year as com- 
pared with the same period last year. These 48 plants 
represent approximately 67 per cent of the total employ- 
ment for the parts industry. Despite the fact that the 
announcement of new automobiles was moved from the 
spring of the year to the fall and consequently there has 
been no “peak” period as yet, January through June of 
this year showed that employment was up 3.5 per cent; 
total man-hours worked were up 7 per cent; the hourly 
rate was up 6.1 per cent; hours worked per man per week 
were up 3.3 per cent; average weekly earnings per em- 
ploye was up 9.8 per cent and total payrolls for the period 
were 13.6 per cent greater than last year. 

The records show that there was only 11 per cent 
differential from the highest number to the lowest 
number of employes employed during the six-months’ 
period this year while the same period of 1935 had a 22 
|;per cent differential, thus showing a much evener distri- 
bution of production. The average hourly rate for the 
industry was 67.5 cents for the period, an increase of 4.1 
cents per hour over last year. The average weekly earn- 
ings per employe was $25.99 for the period as against 
$23.68 for last year. The highest weekly average wage on 
|record ever paid by the industry was reached during the 
four-week period ending May 2, 1936, with a wage of 
$28.67, an increase of $4 over the comparative period in 
1935. The production index (man-hours worked) for the 
first six months of 1936 was 78.1 per cent of the 1929 
average while the same period in 1935 showed 73 per cent. 
|The average hours per week worked by all production 
|employes for the six-month period was 37.8 as against 
36.6 for 1935.

Willys’ Progress 

Toledo.— Further progress in 
the reorganization of the Willys- 
Overland Co. was made here 
Tuesday morning with a tentative 
agreement by county officials to 
take care of the $770,000 delin- 
quent tax bill. The county offi- 
cials, the only objectors to the re- 
organization plan, agreed to write 
off their tax claim for $553,000, to 
be paid $153,000 in cash and 10 
semi-annual notes of $40,000 each. 
Final testimony was expected to 
be given at the reconvening of 
court at 3 p.m. Tuesday. Ap- 
proval or rejection of the re- 
organization plan is expected late 
Wednesday afternoon. If the 
plan is approved by Federal 
Judge Hahn, the new company, 
Willys-Overland Motors, Inc., will 
get under way immediately with 
$3,500,000 capital and no indebt- 
edness. Cars will be available for 
display at November shows. 


Edsel Ford Back 


New York.—“Business is good 
in every country; better than in 
1935.” Edsel Ford, president of 


Ford Motor Co., said on his re- 
turn from an inspection of the 
company’s plant in Europe. Ford 
visited England, Denmark, Ger- 
many, France and Holland. 

“Denmark,” he said, “has shown 
the biggest increase on a small 
scale; Germany’s business is 30 
per cent over 1935; England’s is 
much better than last year.” 

Questioned with regard to the 
seizure of the Ford plant in Bar- 
celona, Spain, he replied: “They 
will get it back all right. I spoke 
to the manager and there had 
been no damage done to the plant. 
We will let the thing die down 
and they will get it back all 
right.” 

Denying rumors of a new Ford 
car, Ford said: “There are always 
seasonal changes.”

Carl C, Hinkley 

Detroit.—Carl C. Hinkley, auto- 
motive pioneer and diesel motor 
expert died this week in Detroit’s 
Ford Hospital.

Mr. Hinkley 
was 53 years old, entered the in- 
dustry with the Peerless Motor 
Co. around 1900. He was chief 
engineer at Peerless and later 
joined Oldsmobile in the same 
capacity. He organized the Owens 
Motor Car Co, and later served 
with Chalmers as vice-president 
and chief engineer. In 1914 he 
organized Hinkley Motors and 
during the war built motors for 
the government. Since 1926 Mr. 
Hinkley was in charge of diesel 
development for the Buda Co., in 
Harvey, Il.

More nearly complete reports on July new 


duly passenger car registrations, representing 
Sales returns from 38 states, indicate a total for 
370,000 the month previous estimate of ADN. It 


now appears on the basis of these returns 
that the July total will run in the neighborhood of 370,000 
units as compared with the previous estimate of 350,000 
units. The 38 states to report to date show registrations 
of 249,561 units, as compared with 198,328 in the same 
states a year ago. Last year these states accounted for 
66 per cent of the month’s total of 285,178. If this ratio 
holds true this year the month should show a total of 
hetween 270,000 and 275,000 units when all returns are in. 
A remarkable feature of the July registrations is the 
teadiness in sales in those states which have been re- 
ported most seriously affected by drouth.

New commercial car registrations now 
Truck available for 38 states indicate a total for 
Sales July of approximately 63,500 units. The 
63,500 states already reported show an aggregate 
total of 44,403 as compared with 35,630 in 
the same states a year ago. Last year these states ac- 


counted for a little better than 69 per cent of the month’s 
total of 51,243 units. Should this ratio hold true this year 
the month should yield between 63,000 and 65,000 new 
commercial car registrations, which prompts us to stick 
to the earlier estimate, 63,500, to be conservative. This 
will be the first time in the history of the industry that 
new commercial car registrations in July have passed 
the 60,000 mark. The estimated July total is 11.1 per 
cent above the June figure of 56,851 and will bring the 
first seven months of the year to 383,986, an increase of 
19.5 per cent over the registrations for the same period of 
1929, the previous record year, when 527,057 units were 
registered for the entire year. Since in most cases com- 
mercial car production will continue through the fall it 
seems assured that the prediction of 600,000 new com- 
mercial car registrations made in ADN early in the year 
will be fulfilled.

Output of passenger cars and trucks in the 


Output United States and Canada continues its 
Shrinking seasonal down-drop this week as the total 
Seasonally fell to an estimated 51,750 units, compared 


with a revised total of 75,327 for the previ- 
ous week. The drop was rather sudden, as plants which 
had held to comparatively high schedules during the 
early part of the month were added to the list of those 
which have closed for inventory in preparation for the 
1937 models. Chevrolet’s output for the week was some 
6,000 units below the figure for the previous period and 
Plymouth and Dodge, both of whom were running at full 
blast in mid-August, used up their supplies of material 
for the 1936 models and turned their attention to retool- 
ing for the new models. Studebaker, which has been 
closed for inventory for many weeks, save for the pro- 
duction of trucks, returned to the list of active plants this 
week with a total of 1,372 passenger cars and trucks. 
Every effort is being made by the manufacturers to keep 
the changeover period as short as possible and it is 
thought that the next four weeks will see many of them 
again in full operation.
